I. SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW SUMMARY

An APPLICANT INITIATED INTERVIEW REQUEST FORM (Form PTOL-413A) was 
submitted on September 29, 2004, and again on October 12, 2004.

Applicants argue that the prior art fails to teach or suggest a platform consisting essentially 
of silicon dioxide.

G. Outcome of the interview 

Applicants agreed to file Response D including amendments described above in Section D.
